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make an appointment with the chosen doctor and follow-up with a 
reminder to the prospective patient to attend the appointment, 
follow-up with the doctor's office to determine whether the 
appointment was coirtpleted, determine from the doctor's office 
whether a future appointment has been made by the prospective 
patient and providing a reminder to the patient, and 

having the patient advocate repeat the foregoing 
sequence of steps until the patient advocate determines from the 
doctor office that no further appointments need to be scheduled. 




10. (New) A method of doing business as defined in 

Claims 1 and 2, including . the steps of: 

having the patient advocate determine from the 



patient the wellness condition of the patient after each 
appointment and recording such information in the file of the 
facilitator company. 



and using patient tracking software of the 
facilitator company to record information about each contact by 
the patient advocate with the patient and with the doctor, so 
that a tracking record is created from the time of the first 
inquiry to the final discharge of the patient from the wellness 
path.
